District  of  Oldbury. 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual  Report  for  the 
Year  1916. 

VITAL  STATISTICS. 

The  number  of  births  registered  during  1916  was  982 — 
491  Males  and  491  Females — the  proportion  being  exactly 
equal.  This  is  the  number  of  all  children  being  born  of  parents 
belonging  to  Oldbury,  including  those  born  at  the  West  Brom¬ 
wich  Workhouse.  The  birth-rate  for  the  year  is  26.06,  these 
figures  being  arrived  at  by  the  number  of  the  population  as 
given  by  the  Registrar-General  for  purposes  of  calculating  the 
birth-rate  for  the  town  of  Oldbury.  The  legitimate  births  were 
954 — 479  males  and  475  females.  The  illegitimates  were  12 
males  and  16  females,  or  a  total  of  28.  The  birth-rate  calcu¬ 
lated  on  the  basis  stated  of  a  population  of  37,679  is  the  lowest 
recorded,  although  the  total  number  of  births  registered  during 
the  year  1916  was  982,  compared  with  962  registered  in  1915, 
when  the  population  was  estimated  to  be  35,228.  These  esti¬ 
mated  figures  can  therefore  only  be  considered  approximate 


ones. 
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Beatlis.  The  total  number  of  deaths  registered  of  persons  belong¬ 

ing  to  Oldbury  was  467 — 253  males  and  214  females — com¬ 
pared  with  534  in  the  previous  year  1915.  The  annual  death- 
rate  is  calculated  on  the  basis  of  figures  suggested  by  the 
Registrar-General,  viz.,  34,630,  being  13.4  per  1000,  these 
figures  being  arrived  at  by  estimating  the  number  of  men  taken 
for  military  purposes  since  the  commencement  of  the  war.  The 
death-rate  13.4  compared  very  favourably  with  1915,  when  it 
was  17.3  per  1000.  The  chief  reasons  for  this  lower  mortality 
being  the  absence  of  any  epidemic  of  a  serious  character.  The 
deaths  of  this  nature  were  as  follows  : — 1  from  enteric  fever, 
5  of  measles,  1  of  scarlet  fever,  4  of  whooping  cough,  4  of 
diphtheria  and  croup,  6  of  influenza,  29  of  pulmonary  tuber¬ 
culosis.  There  were  4  of  tubercular  meningitis,  and  10  of  other 
forms  of  tubercular  disease.

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INFANTILE  MORTALITY. 

The  number  of  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  was  107, 
with  an  infantile  mortality  of  108  per  1000  births,  compared 
with  an  infantile  mortality  of  142.4  per  1000  births  in  the  prev  ious 
year  1915-  1  Ids  infantile  mortality  of  108  per  1000  births  is 

the  lowest  ever  recorded  in  Oldbury.  The  same  remarks,  how¬ 
ever,  made  with  respect  to  the  general  death-rate  apply  in  some 
measure  to  our  infantile  deaths,  viz.,  the  absence  of  any  severe 
epidemic,  and  also  owing  to  the  mild  seasonal  changes  which 
obtained  during  the  summer  and  autumn  months.  The  usual 
prevalence  or  diarrhoea  was  in  a  great  measure  curtailed, 
although  there  were  21  deaths  from  diarrhoea  and  enteritis 
amongst  children  under  one  year,  being  exactly  the  same 
number  as  recorded  in  the  previous  year.  Yet  when  all  these 
causes  are  accounted  for,  I  am  firmly  of  opinion  that  the  efforts 
which  are  being  exerted  by  the  Lady  Health  Visitor  have  had  a 
considerable  part  in  the  reduction  of  our  infantile  mortality. 

I  he  Children’s  Welfare  Centre  is  now  in  full  operation, 
and  is  very  well  attended  by  the  mothers  of  the  district.  They 
take  very  great  interest  in  what  is  said  to  them,  and  the  very 
evident  improvement  in  the  condition  of  the  children  brought 
to  the  Centre  augurs  well  for  the  future  of  the  little  ones.  The 
improvement  in  the  matter  of  cleanliness,  and  in  adoption  of 
proper  methods  of  feeding,  so  far  justifies  the  trouble  and  ex¬ 
pense  which  has  been  bestowed  upon  this  work.  I  must  express 
my  appi  eciation  ol  the  voluntary  time  and  work  which  a  num¬ 
ber  of  ladies  have  given  to  assist  in  this  important  work  ; 
especially  the  keen  interest  and  personal  help  afforded  to  de¬ 
serving  cases  by  Mrs.  Downing  calls  for  particular  mention. 

ZYMOTIC  DEATHS. 

•Ihe  zymotic  deaths  registered  during  the  year  1916  were 
49 >  with  a  zymotic  death-rate  of  1.1  per  1000,  compared  with 
3.8  per  1000  in  the  previous  year  1913.  This  is  certainly  the 
lowest  zymotic  death-rate  ever  recorded  in  the  history  of  the 
town.  The  zymotic  deaths  were  as  follows  : — 1  of  enteric 
fever,  1  of  scarlet  fever,  5  of  measles,  4  of  whooping  cough, 

4  of  diphtheria,  6  of  influenza,  and  28  of  diarrhoea  and  enteritis. 
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CANCER  DEATHS. 

'Flic  deaths  from  cancer  and  malignant  disease  in  1916 
were  28,  compared  with  27  in  1915.  The  death-rate  from 
cancer  was  therefore  0.77. 

PHTHISIS  DEATHS. 

The  number  of  deaths  from  phthisis  (pulmonary  tuber¬ 
culosis)  was  29,  with  a  phthisis  death-rate  of  0.8,  compared 
with  25  deaths,  and  a  death-rate  of  0.7  in  1915. 

RESPIRATORY  DEATHS. 

The  respiratory  deaths  other  than  phthisis  numbered  84, 
and  were  as  follows  : — 4b  from  bronchitis,  34  from  pneumonia, 
and  4  from  other  respiratory  affections,  with  a  respiratory 
mortality  of  2.4  per  ioo  inhabitants.  This  compares  most 
favourably  with  the  previous  year  1915,  when  the  respiratory 
death-rate  was  4.3  per  1000.  There  were  only  14  deaths  from 
these  diseases  amongst  infants  under  one  year. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 

There  were  495  cases  of  infectious  disease  notified  during 
the  year.  This  number  included  82  cases  of  tubercular  disease 
in  all  its  forms,  and  299  cases  of  measles,  ordinary  measles, 
and  the  German  variety,  which  were  notifiable  for  the  first  time 
during  the  past  year  1916.  If  therefore  we  deduct  these  new 
notifiable  diseases,  viz.,  tubercular  and  measles  in  all  their 
forms  we  have  only  had  116  of  other  kinds  of  infectious  dis¬ 
ease  notified  during  the  year. 


SCARLET  FEVER. 

There  were  57  cases  of  scarlet  fever  notified  during  the 
year,  with  one  death,  compared  with  157  cases  and  4  deaths 
in  1915.  28  of  the  cases  were  treated  at  the  Hospital  at  Hollv 

Lane,  with  the  one  death  mentioned  above.  The  cases  were 
reported  from  the  various  parts  of  the  town  as  follows  : — 
Langley  Ward  6,  Broadwell  Ward  12,  Central  Ward  15, 
Rounds  Green  Ward  7,  Warley  North  Ward  3,  and  Warlev 
South  Ward  14.  As  will  be  seen  above,  the  character  of  the 
disease  was  of  a  mild  type,  as  only  one  case  proved  fatal. 
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t 

DIPHTHERIAS 

Nineteen  cases  of  diphtheria  and  membraneous  croup  werti 
notified,  4  of  which  proved  to  be  of  a  fatal  character,  com¬ 
pared  with  27  and  3  deaths  in  KJ15.  The  cases  were  notified 
from  the  different  parts  of  the  town  as  follows  : — Langley  Ward 
8,  Broadwell  Ward  4,  Central  Ward  2,  Rounds  Green  Ward  3, 
and  Warley  South  Ward  2. 

ERYSIPELAS. 

Twenty-one  cases  of  erysipelas  were  notified,  none  of 
which,  I  am  happy  to  say,  were  of  a  fatal  character. 

ENTERIC  OR  TYPHOID  FEVER. 

Two  cases  of  enteric  or  typhoid  fever  were  reported,  one 
of  which  proved  fatal,  both  of  these  cases  occurred  in  the 
Broadwell  Ward.  Every  investigation  was  made,  but  the 
origin  of  the  disease  could  not  be  traced. 

CEREBRO-SPINAL  FEVER. 

There  was  one  case  of  cerebro-spinal  fever  notified  front 
the  Warley  South  Ward — a  munition  worker  in  Birmingham. 
He  was  removed  to  the  Queen’s  Hospital,  Birmingham,  where 
he  died. 

PUERPERAL  FEVER. 

Four  cases  of  puerperal  fever  were  notified.  One  case 
was  removed  to  hospital,  but  I  am  sorry  to  state  that  all  the 
cases  proved  to  be  fatal. 

OPHTHALMIA  NEONATORUM. 

Ten  cases  of  ophthalmia  neonatorum  were  notified  during 
the  year,  and  I  am  pleased  to  say  that  all  recovered  without 
any  injury  to  the  eyesight  of  the  children  infected.  This  is  a 
most  satisfactory  result,  and  shows  that  the  compulsory  noti¬ 
fication  of  this  terrible  disease  is  an  untold  blessing  in  saving 
the  children  from  a  life  of  darkness  and  dependence. 

TUBERCULOSIS. 

Sixty-two  cases  of  pulmonary  phthisis  were  notified  in  1  q  1 6, 
compared  with  63  in  the  previous  year.  One  case  was  reported 
of  a  child  under  one  year,  5  cases  of  persons  between  5  and  15 
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years,  13  between  15  and  25  years,  28  between  2 5  and  45  years, 
and  15  between  45  and  65  years. 

The  cases  were  notified  from  the  different  parts  of  the  dis¬ 
trict  as  follows:  —  Langley  Ward  10,  Broadwell  Ward  io, 
Central  Ward  io,  Rounds  Green  Ward  it,  Warley  North 
Ward  12,  and  Warley  South  Ward  9.  It  will  be  seen  from 
these  figures  that  the  disease  was  most  evenly  spread  over  the 
whole  area.  As  stated  in  the  former  part  of  this  report,  29 
ol  these  cases  were  of  a  fatal  nature.  Every  possible  means 
is  being  employed  to  fight  this  disease,  both  in  the  home  and 
by  treatment  at  the  various  sanatoria,  and  also  by  treatment 
at  the  Tuberculosis  Dispensary.  Twenty  cases  of  other  forms 
ot  tubercular  disease  were  also  notified,  principally  amongst 
children,  and  consisted  of  tubercular  meningitis,  tubercular 
glands,  and  tubercular  joints. 

GENERAL  WORK  OF  THE  SANITARY  DEPARTMENT. 

The  general  work  of  the  Sanitary  Department  has  been 
carried  out  in  as  satisfactory  a  manner  as  possible  under 
the  difficult  conditions  which  have  prevailed  owing  to  short¬ 
age  of  man  power.  As  in  the  previous  year,  a  great  many 
structural  alterations  have  had  to  be  postponed  owing  to  diffi- 
culty  of  getting  the  work  done.  Still  the  work  has  not  been 
absolutely  at  a  standstill,  as  will  be  seen  by  the  tabular  state¬ 
ment  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector.  There  have  been  274  prelimi¬ 
nary  notices  served  upon  the  owners  requiring  repairs  and  altera¬ 
tions  to  make  their  properties  fit  for  habitation.  The  number 
of  additional  water-closets  provided  is  3,  repaired  40,  privy- 
middens  converted  to  water-closets  31,  number  of  same  repaired 
9.  Under  the  Housing  and  Town  Planning  Act  one  was  closed 
as  unfit  for  habitation.  The  number  of  houses  supplied  with 
Waterworks  water  was  18. 

The  meat  and  fish  supply  has  received  constant  attention 
during  the  year.  The  character  of  the  meat  supply,  as  that  of 
fish,  has  generally  been  of  a  satisfactory  character.  One  ton 
fewt.  of  meat  has  been  voluntarily  surrendered,  and  no  prosecu¬ 
tions  have  had  to  be  undertaken  during  the  year. 

There  arc  37  dairies  registered  in  the  district ;  these  are 
regularly  visited  and  are  kept  under  strict  supervision.  There 
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are  64  cowsheds  in  the  district,  and  these  also  are  kept  under 
constant  supervision,  with  good  results. 

The  bakehouses  are  regularly  visited,  and  are  kept  lime- 
washed  and  clean,  and  may  now  be  considered  in  a  very  salis- 
factorv  condition. 

The  factories  and  workshops  number  103.  I  hese  are  all 
visited,  and  are  kept  in  a  satisfactory  state,  and  the  require¬ 
ments  made  by  the  Inspector  have  been  carried  out  to  his 
satisfaction. 

The  scavenging  in  the  district  has  not  been  carried  out  to 
the  satisfaction  of  the  Department.  The  chief  reason  has  been 
the  difficulty  of  obtaining  labour  for  carrying  out  the  work. 

I  understand  that  nine  men  have  been  taken  for  military 
purposes,  and  their  places  have  not  been  able  to  be  filled.  I 
am  strongly  of  opinion  that  these  men  should  have  been 
exempted,  as  it  is  surely  of  national  importance  that  the  sani¬ 
tary  arrangements  of  the  town  should  be  carried  out  thoroughly 
and  effectually  so  that  the  health  of  the  community  should  be 
preserved. 

I  append  the  Sanitary  Inspector’s  tabular  statement  of 
work  done  during  the  year  by  bis  Department. 

I  also  append  a  short  report  of  the  Health  Missioner,  Miss 
Broughton,  which  will  be  found  interesting'  and  instructive.

Infant  Welfare  Work. 

Dear  Sir, 

Since  commencing  mv  duties  at  Oldbury  on  May  22nd,  1916, 
there  have  been  636  births  notified,  601  first  visits  paid,  with  754 
subsequent  visits,  making  a  total  of  1,355.  In  the  case  of  35 
births  no  visits  were  made.  Special  visits  were  made  to  3  cases 
of  ophthalmia  neonatorum,  2  of  which  recovered  without  impaired 
vision.  With  reference  to  the  third  case  the  patient’s  eyes  were 
in  a  serious  condition,  but  owing  to  the  parents  leaving  Oldburv 
I  am  unable  to  report  further  on  this  case. 

Several  cases  of  pemphigus  have  occurred  in  the  Langley 
district.  These  cases  were  the  subject  of  an  inquire  held  at  the 
Public  Buildings,  Oldbury,  on  January  29th,  1917. 

Home  Visiting. 

In  every  case  of  “  Home  Visiting  ”  the  mothers  have  re¬ 
ceived  me  in  a  pleasant  and  friendly  manner,  and  in  the  majoritv 
of  cases  the  advice  given  in  feeding  and  rearing  of  infants  has 
been  appreciated  and  carried  out  as  far  as  possible. 

Consultation  Centre. 

The  “  Infant  Consultation  Centre  ”  was  opened  on  July  18th, 
1916.  The  number  of  attendances  the  first  day  was  17.  There 
are  now  100  names  on  the  register,  :and  the  total  number  of  attend¬ 
ances  from  July  1 8th  to  December  31st  was  501,  giving  an  average 
of  21.7  per  week.  Of  the  100  names  on  the  register  no  deaths 
have  occurred. 

The  Centre  is  much  appreciated,  and  the  Infant  Weight 
Charts  prove  that  the  advice  received  has  been  carefully  carried 
out  in  the  majority  of  cases.  Several  mothers  had  commenced  to 
feed  their  babies  artificially,  but  after  receiving  the  advice  given 
at  the  Centre,  and  noting  the  thriving  condition  of  the  breast-fed 
babies,  the  bottle  has  been  discarded  and  the  natural  way  of 
feeding  with  the  breast  resorted  to.

Canal  Boais  Inspection. 


I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  the  Annual  Report  of 
the  W  orbing  of  the  Canal  Boats  Acts  in  this  district  for  the  year 
ending  December  31st,  1916. 

A  regular  inspection  has  been  made  of  the  boats  plying  in 
this  district,  and  general  improvement  found,  both  with  regard 
to  the  condition  of  the  boats  and  tihe  occupiers  themselves. 

The  number  of  canal  boats  inspected  was  73,  66  of  which 
were  conforming  to  the  Canal  Boats  Acts  and  Local  Government 
Regulations,  but  7  boats  were  found  infringing  the  Acts  and 
Regulations,  the  number  of  infringements  being  12,  comprised 
as  follows  : — Absence  of  certificate  2,  markings  2,  females  im¬ 
properly  occupying  1,  painting  4,  dilapidation  3.  In  each  case 
the  usual  caution  form  has  been  served  upon  the  person  respon¬ 
sible.  During  the  year  6  outstanding  notices  issued  during  the 
year  1915  have  been  returned,  and  the  complaints  remedied. 

I  he  canal  boats  inspected  were  registered  for  249J  persons, 
and  the  persons  occupying  were  214,  viz.,  84  male  adults,  57 
female  adults,  53  children  of  school  age,  and  20  children  under 
school  age.  The  ages  and  sexes  of  the  children  are  given  in  the 
table  beneath  : —

This  table  gives  the  numbers,  ages,  and  sex  of  the  whole  of 
the  children  examined  in  their  different  groups. 

There  was  a  decrease  of  255  in  the  number  of  children  ex¬ 
amined  in  the  leavers’  group  last  year  against  the  previous  year. 
In  1915,  under  the  new  regulations  of  the  Board  of  Education,  all 
those  children  who  had  attained  the  age  of  12  years  had  to  be 
medically  examined,  together  with  the  actual  leavers  of  13  or  14 
years.  Last  year  only  those  who  were  13  or  upwards  were  ex¬ 
amined  where  they  had  been  unavoidably  missed  at  12  years  of 
age. 

As  in  former  years,  the  parents  of  the  children  were  invited 
to  attend  at  the  time  of  the  examination,  for  the  reasons  given  in 
my  former  reports.

It  will  be  seen  that  73.24  per  cent,  have  suffered  from  measles, 
36.85  have  had  whooping  cough,  29.99  per  cent,  have  had  chicken- 
pox,  and  10.49  Per  cent,  have  suffered  from  scarlet  fever.

83  children  were  found  to  he  suffering  from  malnutrition 
in  varying  degrees,  but  were  not  of  a  very  serious  character. 
The  parents  were  advised  as  to  proper  feeding  and  general  treat¬ 
ment  in  their  cases.  No  special  treatment  was  considered  by  the 
Examiners  to  be  necessary,  but  were  marked  down  to  be  kept 
under  observation,  which  has  been  done,  and  considerable  im¬ 
provement  has  resulted.  Two  other  similar  cases  were  found 
amongst  the  specials  examined,  and  the  same  lines  were  followed 
out. 

72  children  in  the  code  groups,  and  14  among  the  specials, 
were  found  to  have  dirty  heads,  that  is  to  sav  having  nits,  and 
in  a  few  cases  lice  were  reported.  Full  instructions  were  given 
to  the  parents,  who  were  told  that  if  these  conditions  were  not 
improved  they  would  be  dealt  with  in  a  summary  manner.  The 
result  has  been  satisfactory,  the  children  are  now  kept  clean  and 
free  from  the  pests.  61  children  in  the  code  groups  had  unclean 
bodies  and  5  specials.  The  same  measures  were  taken  in  these 
cases  with  good  results.  Two  children  were  found  with  ring¬ 
worm  of  the  scalp  and  two  with  ringworm  of  the  body.  All 
these  four  cases  were  excluded  from  the  schools.  Proper  treat¬ 
ment  was  advised,  the  children  were  treated,  and  returned  to  the 
schools  free  from  the  disease. 

153  children  were  found  to  have  defective  vision  in  the  code 
groups,  and  required  treatment,  and  18  amongst  the  specials. 
170  other  children  had  slightly  defective  vision,  and  are  to  be 
kept  under  observation  in  the  code  groups,  and  18  specials. 
There  were  14  cases  of  external  eye  disease  reported  for  treat¬ 
ment,  and  2  to  be  kept  under  observation,  also  3  for  treatment 
in  the  special  group. 

25  children  were  suffering  from  otorrhoea,  and  required  atten¬ 
tion.  The  cases  treated  with  results  will  be  found  in  Table  YI. 

Four  children  required  treatment  for  enlarged  tonsils  only, 
and  29  required  treatment  for  combined  enlarged  tonsils  and 
adenoids.  Three  cases  of  other  diseases  of  the  throat  were 
ordered  treatment.  104  cases  of  slightly  enlarged  tonsils  and  22 
of  adenoids  (slight)  were  to  be  kept  under  observation,  also  9 
children  who  had  other  throat  trouble.  1  hree  children  in  the 
special  group  were  advised  treatment,  and  two  others  are  to  lie 
kept  under  observation.

of  Table  VI.  gives  the  number  of  defects  found  and  the  number 

of  cases  treated.  The  number  of  defects  found  requiring'  treat¬ 
ment  was  522  ;  the  number  treated  was  399,  or  76.4  per  cent. 
The  results  are  given  in  the  table.  As  in  former  years,  the  large 
proportion  of  non-treated  cases  are  those  suffering  from  dental 
defects  ;  in  89  of  the  215  requiring  treatment  nothing  was  done  as 
the  parents  objected  to  have  their  children  “  munched  ”  as  they 
term  it.  Of  course  the  greater  number  of  these  are  in  the  young¬ 
est  children,  but  it  is  a  great  pity  that  this  state  of  things  should 
exist.  The  question  of  having  a  proper  dental  clinic  of  our  own, 
instead  of  hospital  treatment,  is  under  consideration,  and  w  ill  be 
adopted  as  soon  as  circumstances  will  permit  of  its  being  carried 
out. 

ur  The  following  up  of  the  cases  is  still  being  carried  out  very 

effectively.  The  parents  are  written  to  in  every  case  where  de¬ 
fects  are  found,  advising  what  to  do,  and  are  visited  by  my  assist¬ 
ant,  Miss  Ricketts,  and,  in  a  number  of  cases,  by  the  members 
of  the  After-Care  Committee,  both  ladies  and  gentlemen,  often 
with  good  results.  The  work  of  the  After-Care  Committee  is 
verv  highly  commendable,  and  the  members  enter  very  thoroughly 
into  the  work,  and  they  spare  neither  time  nor  trouble  in  helping 
in  this  important  work  of  the  Children’s  Welfare.

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Tiiblc  VII.  shows  the  amount  of  infectious  disease  which  pre¬ 
vailed  in  the  various  schools  during-  the  year.  I  am  pleased  to 
ha\e  to  record  that  these  diseases  were  comparatively  few  in 
number,  and  were  of  a  non-fatal  character,  except  in  that  of 
diphtheria.  None  ol  the  schools  had  to  be  closed  during-  the  year 
on  account  ol  any  of  these  diseases.  In  every  case  when  neces¬ 
sary  the  schools  were  properly  disinfected,  which  doubtless  had  a 
beneficial  effect. 


THE  GENERAL  STATE  OF  THE  SCHOOLS. 

I  have  visited  the  schools  during-  the  year,  and  am  pleased  to 
say  they  are  kept  in  a  clean  and  satisfactory  condition.  The 
sanitary  arrangements  are  kept  in  good  order  and  no  pains  are 
spared  to  keep  them  up-to-date. 

I  am  once  again  pleased  to  say  the  teachers  continue  to  take 
great  interest  in  the  welfare  of  the  children  under  their  care,  and 
render  every  help  to  myself  and  the  Medical  Examiners. 

I  append  the  short  reports  from  the  two  gentlemen  who  carrv 
out  the  duties  of  medical  examination  to  my  entire  satisfaction.

Dear  Dr.  Buttery, 

I  have  much  pleasure  in  presenting  a  short  report  of  the  work 
of  medical  inspection  of  school  children  for  the  year  T916.  As 
usual,  the  head  teachers  have  rendered  me  kind  and  willing  assist¬ 
ance.  Taking  into  consideration  the  difficulty  of  the  food 
problem,  the  nutrition  of  the  children  generally  is  remarkably 
good. 

I  am  pleased  to  say  there  is  a  great  improvement  in  the  con¬ 
dition  of  the  children’s  heads,  and  very  rarely  do  I  detect  a  case 
of  nits. 

The  percentage  of  children  w 'ith  carious  teeth  is  rather  large. 
The  parents,  as  a  rule,  do  not  seem  to  realise  the  great  importance 
of  the  daily  use  of  the  tooth  brush. 

With  regard  to  the  re-examination  of  the  children  who  had 
some  defect,  I  am  pleased  to  say  that  my  advice  has  been  carried 
out. 


There  were  many  cases  of  enlarged  tonsils,  which,  I  think, 
were  probably  due  to  the  abnormally  severe  winter. 

I  found  five  tubercular  cases,  viz,,  two  tubercular  glands, 
one  knee,  one  hip,  and  one  case  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis,  which 
I  excluded  from  school. 

There  was  one  case  of  epilepsy  also  excluded. 

The  parents  appear  to  take  interest  in  the  examination  of 
their  children,  and,  as  a  rule,  they  are  anxious  to  carry  out  my 
suggestions.

Dear  Dr.  Buttery, 

Once  again  it  gives  me  much  pleasure  to  present  a  short 
account  of  the  work  of  medical  inspection  of  school  children  which 
I  carried  out  during  the  year  1916. 

The  attendance  of  parents  has  again  been  very  good,  although 
not  so  good  as  in  former  years,  owing  to  many  of  the  mothers 
being  engaged  in  munition  works.  The  latter  fact  has  also  no 
doubt  had  much  to  do  with  the  dirtiness  of  some  of  the  children 
examined,  both  as  regards  heads  and  bodies. 

The  health  and  nutrition  of  the  children  were,  on  the  whole, 
very  satisfactory,  and  I  did  not  detect  a  single  case  of  pulmonary 
tuberculosis. 

Defective  vision  and  carious  teeth  are  very  common  indeed, 
but  in  many  cases,  I  am  pleased  to  say,  the  children  receive  the 
attention  that  is  necessary.  Indeed,  I  have  been  surprised  to  find, 
when  re-examining  children,  what  a  large  proportion  of  cases  of 
defective  vision  have  been  supplied  with  spectacles.  It  is  true  the 
spectacles  are  sometimes  left  at  home  (“  Forgotten  them,”  or 
“  Can  see  better  without  them,”  are  common  excuses),  but  I  make 
a  point  of  asking  the  teacher  or  head  teacher  to  keep  an  eye  on  the 
children  and  see  that  they  bring  their  glasses  to  school. 

I  found  several  cases  of  heart  disease  among  the  children,  as 
well  as  a  number  of  enlarged  thyroid  glands.  The  latter  were 
invariably  in  girls. 

I  also  found  a  few  cases  of  enlarged  tonsils  and  discharging 
ears,  as  well  as  some  mentally  defective  children.
